OBITUARY. 

Mr.  Milton  Haight  died  of  typhoid  fever  August  4, 1 896,  at  Waterloo, 
Canada.  He  was  successively  a  graduate  Student,  a  University  Scholar,  and 
a  Fellow  of  this  University  from  October  IS85  to  January  1888.  He  then 
taught  for  four  years  in  the  Imperial  College  of  Agriculture  at  Sapporo, 
Japan,  and  since  his  return  he  had  taught  at  Whetham  College,  Vancouver, 
and  at  the  Collegiate  Institute  at  Strathroy,  Ont. 

Me.  Frank  Holmes  Johnson,  of  Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  was  drowned  in  Great 
South  Bay,  Long  Island,  June  20, 1896.  Mr.  Johnson  entered  the  Chemical- 
Biological  Group  of  studies  in  1893,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  this  University  at  the  last  Commencement. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Hammond,  Jr.,  died  at  Shelbyville,  Tenn.,  November, 
7,  1896.  After  graduating  at  Hampden  Sidney  College,  in  1888,  he  pursued 
advanced  studies  in  Greek  and  Latin  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  for 
four  years.  During  the  year  1894-95,  he  acted  as  Professor  of  Greek  in 
Miami  University,  Ohio,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  teaching  in 
Shelby  University.
